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A New Town bigger than 


Huntingdon on our Doorstep ? 


How do you like the idea of a new town, considerably 
larger than Huntingdon, being developed somewhere be- 
tween Histon and Fen Drayton, centered on the old railway? 
Perhaps we should start to get used to the idea, because 
sucn a development is a very real possibility within the next 
20 years 

The population of Cambridgeshire is growing. It has 
increased greatly over the past few decades and this 
growth ts set to continue. The local planning authorities 
- County, South Cambs. District and City Councils are 
charged with managing this growth. Quite how respon- 
sibilities are split between the three remains a bit of a 
mystery to me, but in broad terms I think that the County 
is responsible for strategic planning. The ‘Green Belt’ 
here, the “New Town’ over there, and the Village growth 
there - and the other two bodies for nuts and bolts plan- 
ning decisions at ground level. 

As part of a public information and consultation pro- 
cess the District Council recently distributed two docu- 
ments to every household in its area. “The Next 20 Years’ 
from the three authorities contains information and a 
questionnaire whilst the special edition of ‘South Cambs 
News’ gives the District Council’s spin on the issues. 
Six pu iblic m eetings were held in March. I attended one 
at Swavesey on Tuesday 10". which went over the ground 
covered by “The Next 20 Years’ leaflet and provided a 
facility for those present to ‘vote’ by placing stickers on 
a boa’ on the perceived importance of the planning cri- 
teria used in drawing up options for development. 

Opuon } is to resist the ful] predicted expansion from 
the present 80.000 homes, restricting development to a 
total of 48.000 homes. Apparently this smaller number 
could be accommodated by existing plans and alloca- 
uions. Our District Council is very much in favour of this 
option . believing that this is the absolute maximum that 
could be absorbed by existing social structures and that 
anv expansion above this level would destroy the essen- 
ual character of affected areas. The County Council, 
howev er, seems quite happy to preside over a grander 
scale of development. Should the District Council lose 
the argument, or should Central Government direct that 
the full expansion take place, other options must come 
into play for the extra 32,000 homes. 

Opuon 5 is the Nightmare Scenario for us as it in- 
cludes a completely new town of 9,000 homes (pop. 
¢3G.000), bigger than Huntingdon (7,200 homes), lo- 
cated somewhere along the disused railway line. Make 
no mistake about it, under the Authorities’ processing 
of planning criteria, Option 5 is a strong contender. (“This 
opuon was the best performer under both the ‘Environ- 
mental Emphasis’ and the ‘Social/Economic Emphasis’ 
themes .....”). Apart from my personal shock/horror at 
the potenual total destruction of the existing village com- 
munities | believe that the analysis supporting Option 5 
and its new town is thoroughly flawed: 

). It appears to be based solely on a disused railway 
line possibly converted for guided bus. 

2. Spending on new road infrastructure - already over- 
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Ve New bus system apparently 
will satisfy all 30,000 new inhabitants’ transport needs. 

3. It seems bizarre to assume that the 30,000 new 
inhabitants will not own and use cars, 1fnot for commul- 
ing then for other business, domestic and pleasure pur- 
poses, flooding the B1050 and Al4. 

4. The Option’s shaky logic further assumes that the 
9000 new householders will obediently choose to live 
along a public transport link from a pre-ordained place 
of work. 

S. Protecting the quality of existing rural or village 
life does not appear as a planning criterion. I questioned 
this omission at the meeting and apparently it is covered 
by ‘C2 Protecting cultural heritage (buildings. archaeol- 
ogy)’. But one of the stated ‘strengths’ of “Option 5° is 
‘C2 Helps protect cultural heritage’. The way of life of 
the 20,000 inhabitants of villages Oakington to Fen Dray- 
ton is, therefore, officially of no significance. 

6. There appears to be no concept of spreading the 
burden, the costs, of development evenly or fairly over 
the area. On the contrary, one can’t help suspecting that 
the planning authoritics would prefer to steam roller a 
monstrous development over a small number of hapless 
sufferers rather than face far more extensive opposition 
against fairer diffuse expansion. Divide and rule favours 
Option 5. 

Not In My Back Yard 

Two of those present (possibly local builders) at the 
Swavesey meeting stormed out shouting ‘Pull up the 
drawbridge after you!” Is this NIMBY criticism justi- 
fied ? J think not. The District Council is trying to dig its 
heels in for Option 1, Minimum Growth, as the plan that 
allows the utmost possible growth (38,500 homes) that 
would not destroy the essential character of existing 
communities. To object to Option 5 is not a case of ‘Not 
in my back yard’ but more ‘please do not destroy all of 
our back yards’ 

Action 

The three Authorities, especially the District Coun- 
cil, are very keen to find out what we think. Take them 
at their word. Study the ‘South Cambs News’ and *The 
Next 20 Years’ (copies available from SCDC 9-11 Hills 
Road CB2 IPB. Tel: 01223 443000). Complete and re- 
turn the questionnaire. Tell them if you think thetr crite- 
ria are incomplete, half-baked or unfair. Contact vour 
councillors, especially your County Councillor (contact 
Member Services 01223 443000). Write to your MP. 
James Paice MP or Andrew Lansley CBE MP, House of 
Commons, Westminster, London SW1A 0AA. 

Dont delay. Questionnaires must be back by 13” 
April. Ifwe want this area to be recognisable in 20 years 
time we must act now.

| would just like to say how much I and many others 
agree with Roger Hall’s letter in the March issue about 
the state of Bar Hill as a village. I have not been here as 
long as Mr. I lall, but for a mere sixteen years, and have 
seen the Industrial Estate, the Mall and the Garden Cen- 
tre site become more and more unsightly. These areas 
look more like derelict sites than parts of ‘the Village’. 
The Mall is used as a toilet; this is, of course, inexcus- 
able - but what pride is taken in something that is far 
from looked after ? It’s dull, bleak and because Tesco 
has yet more say in which shops can open up there, we 
have what I would say is a pathetic choice. Obviously 
that’s the plan - they don’t sell it, but Tesco does! 
The overnight lorry parking, as we already know, is a 
nightmare - I actually live behind the Industrial Estate 
and although I have got used to the engines running 
through the night, I find it disgusting when I walk to 
work to see human fouling of every description, tea bags, 
milk cartons and food just thrown out of lorry cabs along 
the paths. I realise that they have to stop and sleep some- 
where, but surely there are places with the proper facili- 
ties? I work in the Village and only recently there was a 
drinks can on our windowsill which was full of - how 
can | put it - nothing you would drink! I realise that you 
couldn’t prove who put it there, but it’s not too hard to 
imagine... 
People who come to Bar Hill either to shop or work, 
take one look at the area and say “How could you live 
here - I couldn’t!”” because all they see is Tesco, the Mall 
and the edge of the Industrial Estate with unsightly empty 
buildings. 
What a picture to have in your mind when the words 
‘Bar Hill’ are spoken! 
There are a lot of good things within Bar Hill, but only 
the residents know about them - the teams and clubs 
which represent Bar Hill at various times throughout the 
year, what do people think when they see them ? I’m 
sure the one and only thing that comes to them is “Tesco!” 
not the Village they are representing! 
It’s not just these points which make us feel ashamed of 
our Village, but the state of the paths and roads that now 
look rough and unkempt. Paths cracking and lifting roads 
with holes in just look uncared for. 
I recently wrote to Cambridge County Council about 
the holes in our roads, saying how dangerous they were, 
only to be told that they “did not meet the criteria neces- 
sary for repair on unclassified cul-de-sac roads”. I sup- 
pose we’ll just have to wait for someone to fly off their 
bike, an ankle to get broken or a wheelchair to topple 
over before anything gets done. Who else is there to ask 
? Who else cares ? Who else will want to live here in the 
future? Who is it who pays the taxes? More importantly, 
whose money is filling the supermarket tills ? 
The teenagers and dogs can’t be blamed this time ! But 
who can ?
